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Request the user to enter a title of the 
website and to select a layout template 



Request the user to define the organizational 
hierarchy of the web pages in the site 
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User specifies parameters 
defining each of the web pages, 
including a page type 



Store each web page as a database record and store 
the corresponding parameters as fields in the record 
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User specifies the content to 
be displayed within each web page 
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Display a web page by retrieving the web 
page record and invoke the application object 
corresponding to the indicated page type 



Application object accesses and processes 
the content specified for the web page from 
the database, and presents the content to a web 
browser according to the specified layout template 
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Display a dialogue screen 
prompting the user to enter a title and 
page type parameters for the web page 
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User specifies a link location 
for the web page as a parameter 
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Define the link location 

by selecting one of 
the navigational areas 



Accesses the page type table and direct the 

user's web browser to the URL specified 
in the create field for the selected page type 



Define the link location 
by indicating that the 

web page is a sub-page 
of a parent web page 
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The application object corresponding 
to the page type prompts the user to 
enter additional configuration parameters 
that are customized for that page type 
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The web page is added to the website by 
creating a new record in the web page table 
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User optionally specifies the content that is to 
be associated with the current web page 
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Add a record to the content / 
table containing the content 
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Add more 
web pages

Test - Home Page - Microsoft Internet Explorei 
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When a browser accesses the URL of web page 
in the website, use the website ID and 
page ID of the web page to retrieve the 

record for the web page from the web page table 
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Use the value stored in the page type 
field of the record as an index to 
the page type table to invoke the URL in the 
display field of the corresponding page type 
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Direct web browser to the URL of the application 
object corresponding to the page type and 
execute the object to render the web page

The application object recreates the layout for the web 
page by using the value stored in the layout 
field of the web page record to access the 
corresponding layout template from the layout table 
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The application object displays the links in each of the 
navigational areas defined by the layout template 
by searching the web page table for records having 
a value in the location field matching the number of 
the current navigational area being rendered, and displays 
the links for the matching records in the navigational area 
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The application object presents the content of the web 
page to the web browser by using the value of the 
content ID in the web page record to access the 
corresponding content record stored in the content table 
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
